Institute for the Blind 
Refutes Charges of CFOB

A letter which appeared in the 
Cct. 30 issue of the Advocate over 
the signature of C A. Pettapiece, 
president of the Canadian Federa¬ 
tion of the Blind, made charges 
against the Canadian National In¬ 
stitute for the Blind which, on in¬ 
vestigation, prove to be greatly ex¬ 
aggerated and in some cases whol¬ 
ly without foundation. 

In view of the fact that the Can¬ 
adian National Institute for the 
Blind, with the aid and co-opera¬ 
tion of its recently organized Vul¬ 
can Brandt, recently conducted a 
campaign for funds in Vulcan and 
district, a full and open report of 
the activities of the C.N.I.B. will 
be welcomed by residents of this 
district. 

Complete and audited Reports of 
the finances of the C.N.I.B. and 
factual information on the welfare 
work of this organization have 
been made available to the (Advo¬ 
cate through the courtesy of R. V. 
Hewlett, Southern Alberta execu¬ 
tive officer for the C.N.I.B. These 
facts refute almost every state¬ 
ment made by Mr. Pettapiece in 
ltis letter. 

Administrative Costs 

The letter from Mr. Pettapiece 
intimated that 75 per cent of the 
money collected by the C.N.I.B is 
used for administrative purposes. 
Complete refutation of this state- 
men is given in a statement issued 
by the well-known auditing firm 
of Price, Waterhouse & Co., Van¬ 
couver. which shows that the to¬ 
tal charges for administrative ex¬ 
penses in the Western Division of 
the C.N.I.B. for a one-year period 
represent 6.19 per cent of the 
gross revenue of the Division. Ad¬ 
ministrative expenses covered in¬ 
clude advertising, building main¬ 
tenance. insurance, light, heat, 
water, administrative and office 
salaries, telephone, travelling and 
other general administrative ex¬ 
penses The total of 6.19 per cent 
lor administration is vastly differ¬ 
ent than the figure quoted by Mr. 
Pettapiece. 

Pensions 1 

The charge that the C.N.I.B. op¬ 
poses the idea of pensions for the 
Blind is also refuted by Mr. Hew¬ 
lett, who has left with the Advo¬ 
cate a copy of a brief, now before 
the government, .'which was pre¬ 
pared and nresented by the Can¬ 
adian National Institute for the 
Blind and the Canadian Council of 
the Blind. This brief asks the el¬ 
imination of ^he means test and 
an increase in the blindness allow¬ 
ance. 

Welfare Work 

The C.N.I B. which enjoys the 
confidence of and the support of 
the federal and provincial govern¬ 
ments, hundreds of municipalities, 
towns and Community .Chests and 
thousands of individual contribut¬ 
ors, has an outstanding record of 
service work and cash benefits for 
the blind. , 

The Western Division (British 
Columbia and Alberta) aided 2.663 
blind persons in these two provin¬ 
ces during the “year ended March 
31, 1952, and of these between 500 
and 600 were residents of South¬ 
ern Alberta. 

C.N.I.B. Services 

In social service work there 


were 2,608 cases where field secre¬ 
taries and social service workers 
helped both the handicapped per¬ 
sons and the members of his fam¬ 
ily make the adjustment’ to blind¬ 
ness. 

Prevention ot Blindness 

, One of the basic aims of the C. 
N:I B. is to prevent blindness. Any 
person with the Division who is 
threatened with lo. . of sight and 
who does not possess the means to 
obtain the service of a qualified 
eye specialist, nor comes within the 
jurisdiction of Government provis¬ 
ions, is assisted. Educational liter¬ 
ature on the care of children’s 
eyes, common eye accidents, eye 
test charts, etc., is distributed 
without charge. Registered blind 
persons are supplied protective 
glasses, artificial eyes, or other 
services necessary to relieve pain 
or undue strain. 

Home Teaching 

A most important service of the 
C N.I.B. is to provide the ' newly 
blind with the opportunity of re¬ 
adjustment to normal living. Six 
qualified sightless teachers are on 
the stalf in the Western Division. 
They teach the blind to type, knit, 
crochet, weave, to read and to 
write Braille, and to do many han¬ 
dicrafts They are also capable of 
instructing the sightless housewife 
how to carry on with most of her 
household tasks. 

Library 

When a blind person has learn¬ 
ed to read by touch, he may bor¬ 
row books in Braille or Moon type 
from the C’.N.I B. national library. 
There are over 22,000 volumes 
available in both French and Eng¬ 
lish. There has been a marked in- 
ciease in the use of the talking 
book. A book consists of 1 to 100 
disk records. Each record, when 
played on a slow-speed machine, 
will give twenty minutes pf unin¬ 
terrupted reading. There are 36c 
0..0 records in this library. Embos¬ 
sed and talking books are available 
to the blind without charge and 
ore sent through the mails post- 
free. 

Employment 

The normal desire to work to be 
a self-supporting, independent cit¬ 
izen, has been attained for 11 per 
cent of the blind through the ef- 
lorls of the C.N.I.B Two place¬ 
ment officers endeavour to place 
the employable blind in suitable 
work as managers of canteens and 
refreshment-stands in industrial 
plants, sheltered workshops dr in¬ 
dependent employment, as well as 
in staff, positions such as switch¬ 
board operators, home teachers, 
field secretaries. The many prob¬ 
lems in the operation of the com¬ 
mercial department which gives 
employment to the blind are the 
constant concern of the manage¬ 
ment. The cash henefits which ac¬ 
crue to the blind more than just¬ 
ify the effort. 

Salesroom Service 

Not all blind persons are capable 
of full employment. The materials 
required for the vocational occupa 
tions taught by the home teachers 
ore made available to the blind at 
cost. The C.N I B. assists in the 
sale of their handiwork. Many em-

Protein and Bushel Weight 
of 1952 Wheat 

The following information was 
taken from Crop Bulletin No. 45 
recently published by the Grain 
Eeesarch Laboratory of the Board 
of Grain Commissioners for Cana¬ 
da 

Discussion of the quality of the 
1952 grades is based on composite 
samples of No. 1, No. 2 and No. 3 
Northern. The No. 1 Northern 
eomposite sample was made from 
1.366 samples. No. 2 Northern 
from 2,397 samples and No. 3 
Northern from 685 samples. Thegp 
composite samples represent farm¬ 
ers' deliveries of new-crop wheat 
for about the first seven weeks of 
the crop year. By that time, about 
75 per cent of the crop had been 
threshed in Manitoba, about 40 
per cent in Saskatchewan and 
about 25 per cent in Alberta 

Protein and bushel weight data 
for the three grades are given in 
the following table. Protein con¬ 
tent is a useful measure of bak¬ 
ing strength since there is a close 
relation between these two pro¬ 
perties. Bushel weight is an im¬ 
portant grading factor and is also 
a guide lo flour yield. Values arg 
reported in* 1 the table for wheat 
cleaned for milling.

No 1 North. 13.2 65.2

In recent years much subsoil has 
largely been pumped dry of mois¬ 
ture.

Facts and figures presented to the Advocate this 
week by R. V. Hewlett of the Canadian National Insti¬ 
tute for the Blind, completely disprove certain charges 
made by C. A. Pettapiece of Saskatoon, national pre¬ 
sident of the Canadian Federation of the Blind, in a 
letter published in the Advocate Oct. 30. 

The letter was, of course, published in good faith 
by the Advocate. We are glad, this week, to publish 
the C.N.I.B.’- side of the story. 

Mr. Pettapiece’s most damaging charge was that 
75 per cent of the funds collected by the C.N.I.B. were 
used for administrative purposes. The C.N.I.B.’s fin¬ 
ancial statement, audited by the independent and well 
known firm of Price, Waterhouse & Co., shows that 
the administrative costs of the C.N.I.B. are only 6.19 
per cent. The welfare and service work of the C.N,I.B. 
are well-covcre^l in a front page story in this week’s 
issue and constitute the best possible answer to-Mr. 
Pettapiece’s letter. 

The Advocate has no desire or intention to furth¬ 
er a controversy between the two organizations. We 
think that a general break-down of how the money 
collected by such organizations is spent should be pre¬ 
sented to the public each year through the newspap¬ 
ers. This action alon would minimize any confusion in 
the mind of the public caused by letters attacking 
these organizations which are dependent on the public 
for financial support. Even a simple percentage break¬ 
down of figures under various headings would let the 
public know how their money is being spent. 

However, any confusion caused by the letter of 
Oct. 30 is regrettable. We now know exactly how,the 
money collected by the*C.N.I.B. in B.C. and Alberta is 
spent and are glad to urge the continued support of 
the pub >2 fpr the fine work they are doing.

Fall Spread Straw Eases 
Trash Cover Operation 

-.For the second year in succes¬ 
sion good growing conditions have 
again produced a heavy yield of 
s'raw in almost every part of the 
province. Last soring many farm¬ 
ers found it difficult to work In 
the heavy straw cover. Others, 
who had spread the straw in the 
previous fall, ^experienced little 
trouble. G. R. Sterling, Supervisor 
of Soil Conservation and Weed 
Control, Alberta Department of 
Agriculture, advises that on fields 
where straw is heavy, every effort 
should be made to spread it in the 
fall. At this time of year the dry 
straw spreads easily. If left until 
spring it becomes damp and tough 
find spreading , often presents a 
problem 1 

Straw that has_ not been com¬ 
pletely spread by the combine can 
be scattered uniformly with oscil¬ 
lating 'harrows pulled diagonally 
across the field at an angle of 
about 45 degrees, says Mr. Ster¬ 
ling. Ordinary diamond harrows 
may also be used for this purpose, 
providing they are hitched high on 
the tractor or to a high wheel 
harrow drawbar. Relatively high 
tractor speed is also needed to 
keep the diamond harrows clear of capable of w< 
trash.

Effects Of Field Shelterbelts On 
Wind Velocity and Crop Growth 


The establishment of field shel- 
terbelt projects in certain areas in 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba has 
permitted a study of the effect of 
tree rows on wind velocity and 
crop growth, says W. J. Staple, 
Soil Research Laboratory, Swift 
Current, Sask.

points. Hedges of single row car- 
ugana, 7 to 9 .feet high, did not 
shelter all points within a 40-rod 
strip, but the extent of sheltering 
was at least 20 times the height 
cf the trees. 

Other measurements showed 
that wind velocities were approx¬ 
imately the same at correspond¬ 
ing points in the strips between a 
series of single-row parallel hedg¬ 
es. There vyas no evidence ol a 
cumulative effect—that the shelt¬ 
ering increased with the number 
of hedges to windward. 

The extent and depth of snow 
drifts near field shelterbelts de¬ 
pends on a number of factors such 
as amount of snowfall, wind speed 
and direction and type of shelter- 
belt. In recent years 8-foot cara- 
gana hedges have held snow 
drifts 2 to 4 feet deep arid 30 to 
65 feet wide on each side of the 
hedge. 

There can be little doubt that 
flejd shelterbelts reduce the soil 
drifting hazard in adjoining fields. 
Not only is the wind speed reduc¬ 
ed but also since field shelterbelts 
are planted In parallel rows, their 
■use includes most of the benefits 
of strip farming. No large fields 
are left exposed, and soil drifting 
does not occur readily on narrow 
strips.

Meat Prices 

The following information was 
received from the Council of Can¬ 
adian Beef Producers (Western 
Section) and endeavors to explain 
some of the "misunder^’andings 
held generally by the public re¬ 
garding the retail price on meat. 

Top cattle, selling at 26 cents a 
pound on western markets last 
week were about 24 percent low¬ 
er than corresponding grades one 
year ago. Retail beef prices have 
declined also but the decline has 
not been as marked and ihe dras¬ 
tic reductions in hide, tallow and 
casings values must count tor 
much of the discrepancy, it is 
pointed out by the Cfouncil of 
Canadian Beef Producers (West¬ 
ern Section). 

Native (unbranded) hides that 
were worth 42 cents a pound In 
February 1951, 37Vi cents in May, 
1951, and 15V: cents in September, 
1951, sold at 14 cents a pound in 
July 1952. A 55-pound hide from 
a thousand pound steer or heifer, 
dropped in value from $23.10 to 
$7.70. The drop in hide value alone 
represented the equivalent of 
slightly more than three cents a 
pound for a 500 pound carcass. It 
was a drop in return which widen¬ 
ed the' spread between live cattle 
and retail meat prices. 

Casings and tallow reacted in 
the same way. The drop in casings 
was sufficient that some types are 
not being recovered at the present 
time which means that the edible 
meat must return a larger pro¬ 


pound animal shrunk in value by 
about $8.00. 

Between March 1951 and August 
1932, the hide and tallow from 
thousand pound butcher __ animals 
dropped by nearly $24.00 a head, 
leaving the carcas^ind the meat 
to 'carry a bigger'proportion of 
the live animal and handling.

From' the Dust of the Earth 

Recently we received a leaflet 
ftom the Soil Conservation Service 
of the U.S. Department of Agri¬ 
culture in which are set forth n 
few basic principles, fundamental 
to a high standard of living. While 
the ideas expressed deal specific¬ 
ally with conditions in the U.S.A., 
they apply generally to any demo¬ 
cratic country. 

“Why are we so inescapably 
linked with the soil To begin with, 
man is a land animal. He lives on 
the land and gels jiis basic needs 
from the land. He can never be 
more than a few hours away from 
his food supply. In cold weather he 
must have warm clothing, or fuel 
to burn for warmth. He gets these 
chiefly from the land. If deprived 
of them, man would die In a short 
time, 

You probably do only <t>nc small 
part in our complex system of 
living from the land. You may be 
a bookkeeper or a fireman or a 
waitress, oi 'you may polish plas¬ 
tics. Nevertheless, you are. still do¬ 
ing your part in the huge job of 
making a living from the land. 

What we call business'and indust¬ 
ry consists very largely of pro¬ 
ducing, transporting. processing 
and selling products of the soil. 

If you are a teacher or a bank 
clerk or insutancc salesman, you 
do not deal directly in these pro¬ 
ducts; but you supply services to 
others who do.
